THE  furniture  belonging  to  William  Symmes  Richardson  is  particu- 
larly interesting  in  that  it  represents  a collection  made  over  a period 
of  many  years  by  a distinguished  architect  for  use  in  his  own  home. 
H is  residence  at  Gladstone,  New  Jersey,  is  a delightful  old  farm  house 
which  he  enlarged  and  surrounded  with  beautiful  gardens,  furnishing 
the  interior  with  carefully  selected,  simple  pieces. 

Born  almost  in  the  shadow  of  Plymouth  Rock,  of  seafaring  New  Eng- 
land stock,  Mr.  Richardson  inherited  a love  for  the  early  American 
furniture  of  our  forefathers.  From  his  long  experience  as  a partner 
in  the  firm  of  McKim,  Mead  & White,  where  he  designed  such  well 
known  buildings  as  the  Pennsylvania  Station  and  the  Hotel  Pennsyl- 
vania, to  name  but  two,  he  gained  a thorough  understanding  of  Italian 
art,  kept  fresh  by  frequent  trips  to  Europe.  On  these  occasions  he 
bought  delicate,  graceful  pieces  of  Italian  furniture,  in  scale  with  the 
low  ceilings  and  small  rooms  of  his  house.  These  he  blended  with  rare 
success  with  the  American  pieces,  and  with  beautiful  oriental  rugs. 
Because  of  an  unfortunate  accident  while  riding,  he  is  now  obliged  to 
live  in  Rome,  and  has  sold  his  place.  The  sale  of  his  furniture  offers 
an  unusual  opportunity  to  obtain  pieces  from  a great  architect’s  per- 
sonal collection,  thus  reaping  the  benefit  of  his  impeccable  taste.
